Nuw Yor«, April 11.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press.] The Herald’s Caracas, 
(Venezuela,) correspondent says; ‘‘Gen. 
Crespo has reappeared at the head ofa 
strong force of enthusiastic followers 
at Valencia and he is said to be strongly 
entrenched. Fifteen hundred men are 
under his command, It is rumored that 
another engagement has taken place 
between the government forces and the 
revolutionists but the result is unknown. 

‘Nearly all Palacio’s men are now in 
the field. Caracas is virtually defense- 
less. Crespo is expected to sweep down 
on the city. at any time. Palacio says 
he is fully prepared for any emergency 
and the belief is that at the first intelli- 
gence of the serious defeat ot his army 
he will try to leave the country. He 
could do so at a moment’s notice for he 
has transferred the bulk of his wealth 
to a place of safety and his family is out 
of danger. 

‘Press, cable and mail censorship 
continues rigid. Rumors of plots are 
rife in Caracas. A strong force of sol- 
diers and police still guard the Yellow 
House. 

Wasuinoron, April 11.—The Na 
Department is informed that the Unite 
States steamer Newark sailed from La 
Guagara today for Curacoa, West Indies. 
This is taken to mean that peace has 
been restored in Venezuela. .

Lonpon, April 11.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| In addressing a 
meeting of unemployed workmen today 
John More, a speaker, promised to 
inaugurate an agitation that would sur- 
pass that of Trafalgar square. Unless 
speedy relief were afforded, thousands 
of men would rise up and demand work.

Brazillian Plotters Fail. 

Lonpox, April 11.—The Brazillian 
embassy has made public a Rio dispatch 
stating that a seditious movement, pro- 
moted by Anarchists, under the pre- 
tense of celebrating the recovery of ex- 
Dictator Fonseca, was promptly sup- 
pressed by the government.

BOOMERS IN LINE. 


Exciting Days Near the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Reservation. 

(Oklahoma,) April 11.— 
[By the Associated Press.] Today 
there is an almost unbroken line of en- 
campment along the borders of the 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation 
and every moment the ranks of the 
boomers receive recruits. Most of the 
boomers are a fine class of immigrants, 
although a number of Texas negroes, 
who are poorly equipped, are wait- 
ing on the south side. In spite of 
the vigilance of the soldiers some peo- 
ple have slipped into the country and 
when the opening comes it is probable 
every place offering any concealment 
will be occupied by ‘‘sooners.’ 

The facilities of towns along the bor- 
der are taxed tothe utmost to accom- 
modate the rush. A line has already 
been formed in front of the land office. 
The townsites of six new counties have 
been surveyed and artistically named. 
Watonga, Taloga, Ioland, Ewing, Arap- 
ahoe and Rossmore are the names of 
the county seats. It is stated that 
there is no doubt that the townsites will 
be opened the same day as the land. 


The South Dakota Excitement. | 

Wasninecton, April 11.—The Presi- 
dent today issued a proclamation open- 
ing to settlement April 15, 1892, at 12 
o’clock noon, the surplus lands of the 
Sisseton and Wahpeton reservation in 
South Dakota, aggregating 574,257 
acres.

The Mississippi Inundation 
Most Alarming. 


Seores of Persons Perish in the Rag- 
ing Torrents. 


An Immense Amount of Property 
Already Destroyed. 


The Overfiow Also Causing Loss of Life 
and Great Damage in Alabama— 
Handreds of People Made 
Destitute 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

Co.umsvus (Miss.,) April 11.—|By the 
Associated Press.| Floods in this sec- 
tion have reached a point never before 
known and the destruction of life and 
loss of property is great. All farms in 
the Tombigbee River Valley have been 
abandoned. Fencing is gone, and 
houses washed away. Cattle and mules 
by the hundreds are drowned. Many 
houses have passed down the river. 
Every available craft is in use day and 
night carrying out food and bringing in 
destitute people. 

The negroes on the lowlands lost 
everything they possessed. Twelve 
negroes were drowned within three 
miles of the city, At points below the 
loss of life is large. Railroads have 
abandoned all Western trains and there 
are many washouts. The waters are 
receding, but it is again raining. 
Three negro boys were drowned above 
town. Arescuing party was upset and 
spent twenty-three hours in trees. 

Later—Indications are that the loss 
by the flood is greater than at first re- 
ported. It may therefore be expected 
that at least 100 negroes have been 
drowned in this county alone. 

Mosize (Ala.,) April 11.~—The Tom- 
bigbee River has not since 1847 had so 
sudden a great flood as at present. 
Farmers on the river were wholly un- 
prepared, and from Columbus, Miss., to 
Fulton, the loss of hogs, cattle, mules 
and cotton seed is unprecedented. 
Much farming is swept away, and the 
people are rendered destitute. A great 
deal of corn and cotton in under water. 
Mules, horses and cattle are seen daily 
floating down 

Aboat e igheeee feet of additional rise 
is expected. Reports of heavy loss of 
life come from Columbus, Miss., the 
number drowned being placed at from 
twenty to fifty, m&stly negroes. Such 
reports, however, are exaggerated, 
though there is doubt that several per- 

ave become victims of the flood. 


Another River Overflowing. 

St. Pact, April 11.—Reports from 
St. Vincent say that Red River is over 
its banks and flooding that place and 
Emerson. This afternoon the river was 
forty feet above low-water mark and 
was still rising. Indications are that 
the disastrous floods of 1880 will be re- 
peated, and as the towns are more pop- 
ulous the damage will be greater. 


A CQNVICT’S COMPLAINT. 


He Says He Lost His Inheritance Through 
a Conspiracy. 

Cutcaco, April 11.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Judge Scales has received 
a letter from cell No. 82, in the State’s 
prison at San Quentin, Cal. It comes 
from Fred L. Wood, a convict and dis- 
inherited son of the ‘ate Alonzo Wood, 
who wishes to contest his father’s will 
in the Probate Court. The prisoner 
claims that his father’s will was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy of many years by 
which he was juggled out of his right- 
ful share inthe property, aud says he 
has documents to prove this. 

Alonzo Wood was one of the pioneer 
citizens of Chicago. He died recencly 
leaving anestate of $75,000. An ex- 
amination of the will brings to light a 
clause disinheriting a son, Frederick, 
described as having been given more 
opportunities than any of the testator’s 


other children and who yet repeatedly ~ 


threatened the life of his father. The 
son, according to the will, is in prison 
for murder.

Midway 
the boat was upset by a squall and all 
were thrown into the icy water. They 
managed to climb on the vessel, but no 
relief came, and one by one they were 
chilled through, slipped from their in- 
secure support and were drowned, until 
the instructor and eight boys were 
gone. Attheend of four hours the 
boat drifted ashore with only two sur- - 
vivors.

Received His Sentence and Walked Quietly 
Oat of the Room—Theo Temple Block 
Suit Decided Against the City

In Devartment One of the Supreme 
Court yesterday, before Justices Patter- 
son (presiding,) Harrison and Gavoutte, 
the following business was transacted: 

Pursuant to stipulation filed therein 
appeal in the case of Philbrick vs. 
Schultz et al., from San Luis Obispo 
county, was ordered dismissed. 

Pursuant to stipulations and upon mo- 
tions, the following San Luis Obispo 
cases were ordered to stand submitted 
upon the briefs already filed therein: 
Smith vs. city of San Luis Obispo; 
Brown vs. O'Neal and Shaw vs. Mayer. 

In the case of Dorn vs. Baker et al., 
also from San Luis Obispo, the appel- 
lant. was allowed forty days’ time in 
which to file an additional brief, pursu- 
ant to stipulation, and in that of Has- 
kin, etc., ve. James, both sides were al- 
lowed twenty days in which to file 
briefs, the cause thereon to stand sub- 
mitted. 

In Department Two, before Justices 
McFarland (presiding,) Sharpstein and 
De Haven, the following cases were dis- | 
posed of: 

Pursuant to stipulation both sides in 
the case of the people, etc., vs. Dolan, 
from Sacramento, were allowed ten 
days in which to file briefs, the case 
thereupon to stand submitted. 

The following cases were continued 
to the Sacramento term calendar: Peo- 
ple vs. Lane; people vs. Beckwith, from 
Fresno, and people vs. Manning, from 
San Francisco.

Parsuant to stipulation the appeal in 
the case of Weeks et al. vs. Brockamp 
et al. was ordered dismissed. 

Upon motion of James Burdette, Esq., 
and presentation of certificate fromthe 
‘Court of King’s Bench, Canada, George 
A. Skinner, Esq., was duly admitted to 
practice. 

The court, sitting in bank, denied re- 
hearings in the cases of Ctoss vs. Reed 
and estate of Kingsley, deceased. 

SUPREME COURT IN BANK. 

The Supreme Court, sitting in bank, 
yesterday rendered its decision in the 
case of Parker Dear, appellant, vs. H. 
W. Veineke, respondent, the judgment 
therein being affirmed in accordance 
with the following brief opinion;

SCIENCE ASSOCIATION. 


An Evening Devoted to the Discussion of 
Electricity. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Southern California Science Associa- 
tion at Caledonia Hall last evening was 
well attended, the attraction being a 
lecture on electricity, delivered by 
Prof. William Lundberg. 

After the usual routine business had 
been attended to President Alter read a 
brief dissertation on the subject ia . 
hand and introduced Prof. Lundbe 
who proceeded to perform an intere 
ing line of experiments interspersed 
with explanatory remarks. He illus- 
trated the various methods of generat- 
ing electricity—by chemical action, by 
friction and by magnets in motion. He 
illustrated magnetism and showed how 
it is produced by an electric current, 
explaining the relations between the 
two forces. With a small electro-mag- 
net not bigger than a lady’s watch con- 
nected with the poles of a galvanic bat- 
tery he lifted a two-pound weight. 

The lecturer then illustrated with 
models the electric motor and the elec- 
tric light. He also explained the oper- 
ation of the telegraph instrument and 
the inductive coil, producing by the lat- 
ter sparks and incandescence in a small 
platinum wire. The most beautiful ex- 
periments of the evening, however, 
consisted of the illumination of a set of 
Geissler tubes by electricity. The most 
intricate figures were evolved and dissi- 
pated in the twinkling of an eye as the 
tube was whirled around in the rotator. 

Everybody was delighted with the 
evening’s'instruction. 

Through the summer the monthly 
meetings of the society will be in the 
form of excursions into the country to 
investigate phases of natural history.

Shelby, of the scientific corps of the 
hatchery, superintended the operation. 
The fish were brought from the hatch- 
eriesin Bear Valley, in the northern 
part ofthe State, in large cans filled 


with fresh water, into which fresh air 


was constantly pumped during the jour- 
ney. The cans were packed in ice for 
transportation up the cafion, and the 
fish, only about three-quarters of an 
inch long, were liberated in the stream 
to take their chances of life and death 
from natural causes or to try conclu- 
sions with the Izaak Waltons of the fu- 
The Eastern trout are said to be 
harder to take than the California spe- 
cies.

The Enquirer explains to ‘‘Mechanic”’ 
that there is a special reservation in 
most insurance policies against paying 
insurance in suicide, and suggests that 
such a method of trying to obtain 
money would not be square an@honor- 
ble. But the paper says thatif the 
writer will make himself known, it will 
try to get work for him. 

And this brings to mind what has 
often occurred to us that, if half the 
charitable efforts which are now put 
forth in rescuing people after they are 
in the last ditch, were devoted to giv- 
ing a helping hand before they reach 
the ultimate stage, a great deal more 
good could be accomplished. An able- 
bodied man, willing to earn a living for 
himself and family, may walk the 
streets of any large city for days and 
months without receiving any assist- 
ance or encouragement whatever. 
But let him blow his brains out ina 
moment of despondency and the county 
willspend from $50 to $250 to find 
out the cause of his death: and bury his 
body, By employing some preventive 
measures couldn’t the public save that 
man’s life at a less expense than it 
costs to take care of his body? This, 
asamere utilitarian view and leaving 
the humanities of the case out of con- 
sideration entirely.

‘MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS, 


A Day of Balloting in Various Cities of 
California. 

St. Hevena, April 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The St. Helena town- 
election was held today. Three hun- 
dred and forty-five votes were cast. 
The Republicans elected Town Trustees, 
Treasurer, and library trustees. The 
Democrats elected Marshal and Clerk. 
The proposition to establish a free 
library was carried by 77 majority. 
The Library Association will donate to 
the town a library of 500 volumes and 
other property of a total value of 
$100,000. The Australian ballot sys- 
tem was tried for the first time and 
worked satisfactorily. Only 14 ballots 
were thrown out. 

Mexrcep, April 11.—The city electiou 
under the new election law was a suc- 
cess. Four hundred and seventy votes 
were polled. Only nine illegal ballots 
were cast. The fight of the election 
centered on Marshal. There were 
three candidates. Corrigan won by a 
large majority. 

San Luis Osispo, April 11.—The first 
experience of this city under the Aus- 
tralian ballot law was had today in the 
municipal election. The results were 
most satisfactory. No trouble was ex- 
experienced and the result was ascer- 
tained in two hours after the polls 
closed. The Republicans elected one 
Councilman and Treasurer; the Demo- 
crats one Councilman and Marshal. 

WHEATLAND, April 11,—The munici- 
pal election is in progress today, the 
issue being prohibition or anti-prohibi- 
bition. The prohibition \people are 
watching the polls and exercising their 
right to challenge. 


INVESTIGATING CROOKED WAYS. 


The Federal Grand Jury Looking Up Cus- 


toms Fraudsat'’Frisco. . 

San Franoisco, April 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The United States 
grand jury has dbout completed its 
labors in the investigation of the cus- 
toms frauds and will soon report to 
Judge Morrow. Several indictments 
are looked for. 

Judge Ross, in a recent decision, has 
held that the Government 
promising for money in criminal cases 
cannot push criminal charges against 
the same defendant. Bernard Reiss, 
when he was called before the grand 
jury, is said to have refused to divulge 
evidence against his accomplices and 
the showing which the Governmert will 
make has been weakened. 

There has been a general investiga- 
tion of documents on file in the Custom- 
house in the hope that they would fur- 
nish a clew to the exposure of other 
frauds. Where itis found that a firm 
which deals in high priced articles or 
fabrics, carrying a  ¥ duty, has 
changed the character of its importa- 
tions for a line which carries a low duty 
an investigation has followed. This 
scrutiny of invoices has given rise to 
suspicion that many mercantile houses 
may find themselves involved with the 
grand jury. 

It was expected that the grand jury 
would bring in at least two indictments 
this afternoonin relation to the Cus- 
tomhouse frauds, because they had is- 
sued no subpoenaes for witnesses to ap- 
pear before them at today’s session. 
They did not do so, however, and again 
adjourned until tomorrow. It is known 
that the grand jurors have framed three 
indictments, but only two have bearing 
on the Customhouse frauds. The third 
is for a counterfeiter. 


THE MIDLAND ROAD. 
Surveying for the Proposed Line to Begin 
on Wedneseay. 

Srooxron, April 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The preliminary survey at 
this end of the California Midland Rail- 
road from Stockton to Visalia will be 
commenced on Wednesday.

The Senate Dismisses Executive 
Clerk Young. 


" Result of Disclosures of the Proceed- 
ings in Secret Session. 


The Accused Clerk Refused an Op- 
portunity to Detend Himself. 


Other Washington Dispatches—Cont 
clous Witnesses Before the Raum In- 
vestigat Not to Train 
Under Whistler Muldoon, 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuineton, April 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] After a stormy debate 
in executive session the Senate today 
yielded to the pressure of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations and vacated 
the office of Executive Clerk filled for 
ten years by James R. ‘Young. When 
the doors were closed an effort was 
made to have the conduct of Young in- 
vestigated. This was defeated after a 
spirited contest. Mr. Cameron pre- 
sented a letter from Young signifying 
willingness to surrender his office, but 
requesting a thorough investigation, 
stating that if he had betrayed execu- 
tive secrets, as alleged, he was iiable 
to puishment under, the law and was 
_ perfectly willing to abide by the result. 

A motion for an investigation was de- 
feated by a small majority. Senators 
who betrayed reluctance to convict the 
clerk without an investigation were 
told that the Committee on Foreign 
Relations had absolutely satisfied itself 
of the justice of the proposition. It 
was stated that if the Senate desired to 
maintain the secrecy of executive ses- 
sions the number of employés in whom 
confidence was reposed must be de- 
creased, and that secrecy has been 
maintained since employés were ex- 
cluded. 3 

Finally the committee made the 
matter a personal issue and intimated 
that they could refuse to participate in 
executive business if the clerk were not 
dismissed. Despite the efforts of Mr. 
Manderson and other advocates of a 
fair investigation the junior Senators, 
fearful of incurring the ill-will of the 
powerful Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, voted reluctantly for vacating 
‘the office, which was carried by ten 
majority.

Wasninotor, April 11.—[Bp the As- 
sociated Press.]

whether such proposals and demands 
made by the President have been ac- 
cepted by the imperial government of 
Germany. 

The resolution, at the suggestion.of 
Mr. Hale, went over till tomorrow. 

Two resolutions by Mr. McMillan in 
regard to the rejection of bills for the 
construction of war-ships at Lake ports 
and regarding the agreement between 
the United States and Great Britain 
covering the question of the naval 
force to be. maintained on the great 
lakes, were agreed to. 

Mr. Palmer introduced a bill to re- 
move the limitation to the payment of 
pension arrears.

Kansas City, April 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

National Bank Circulation. 

Los ANGELES, April 8, 1892.—[To the 
Editor of THe Times.} Some speakers and 
writers are representing that the national 
bank circulation is nothing more than a 
monopoly. They discuss but one side of 
the question, and when they find credulous 
ears listening for the grinding wheels of 
monopoly they sometimes succeed in cre- 
ating a fals: impression. Let us, by fig- 
ures, present both sides, and find whether 
the circulation is an actual source of profit 
or a burden andan expense to the banks. 

A national banking association began 
business five years ago with a paid-up cap- 
ital of $50,000. As required by law the 
outlay to secure circulation was as follows: 
Paid for United States 4 per 

cent bonds. ...... 00 
Paid premium on same......... 3,562 50 
Placed a redemption fund with 

the United States Treasurer.. 562 50 


Total cash advanced.......... $16,625 00 

For this the association receives in na- 
tional bank notes, $11,250, that amount 
being 90 per cent. of the par value of the 
bonds. 

Now itis claimed by the speakers and 
writers above alluded to that the banks re- 
ceive both interest on the bonds and on the 
currency loaned, thus getting double inter- 
est. At first glance the. interest coming 
from two sources may appear to be double, 
but such is not the case. Otherthings are 
to be considered.

Now let us compute the interest on $16f- 
625, that being the total cash advanced on 


account of circulation, as shown in the

statement above. This amount at 10 per 
cent. five years would have yielded the as- 
sociation $8312.50. Deduct from this the 
net interest received as shown in the state- 
ment above, $5972.20; loss in five years, 
$2340.30. 8 

These figures are taken from the ledger 
in a national bank, and they go to prove 
that the circulation is of no benefit to a na- 
tional banking association, except so far as 
it may serve as an advertisement. 

I have noticed that the orators who speak 
against the national currency, charging 
that itisan advantage given the banks by 
the Government, seldom notice the duty 
ang on circulation and the losses to banks 

y the depreciation in premiums on bonds. 

Each time the Government pays interest 
—which is quarterly—the bonds decline in 
value, 80 the banker soon learns to regard 
it, not as interest, but, rather, asso much 
preminm returned, 

Were a banking association to purchase 
bonds on the market of today, it would be 
obliged to pay 115. 

Only 90 per cent. of circulation is allowed 
on the par value of these bonds, so it leaves 
10 per cent and the mium nnavailable 
to the association, 

The fact is the national bank circulation 
is no longer profitable, but has become a 
burden. Of late years the circulation has 
been voluntarily reduced by the banks. 
‘Lhe reduction that took ‘place from 1883 
to 1889 was $197,000,000. 4A still greater 
reduction would have been made except for 
the requirement ot the National Bank Act 
that all banks having a capital exceeding 
$200,000 shall hold at least $50,000 in 
Government bonds, while other banks 
having aless capital shall hold not less 
than 25 per cent. of their respective capi- 
tals in such bonds.

t is impossible to make the child master of 
any one thing that he will not, as Dr. Win- 
ship says, get ‘rattled.’ It is not very 
gratifying to the parent to find, at the end 
of the year, that his child is so “‘rattled"’ by 
the cramming process he has just passed 
through that he must be put under private 
instruction at least six months to prepare 
him to enter intelligently upon the duties 
of the grade to which he or she has been 

moted. But to return to some other 
acts, can we not, without impairing the 
efficiency of ourschools, dispose, for the 
resent, with music, and writing 
achers, whittling blocks, etc.?

PoMONA (Cal.,) April 11.—[To the Editor 
of THE Timgs.] The cowardly attack on 
the mass-meeting of last Saturday night, 
signed by some crank who would hide him- 
self behindthe more honorable name of 
“Citizen,’’ is enough to show what kind of 
faic treatment the Prohibitionists gives to 
the high-license element of Pomona, which 
is in the majority here, but deprived of its 
right by theft. Mr. Hicklin, who is an old 
resident of Pomona, and who is well liked 
by every fair-minded man of this valley, is 
basely misrepresented by this foul and slan- 
d As to my- 
self being called 3 fellow-criminal with

Progress on the Southern Pacific Sea 
Port Extension. 


Gradittg Begun Yesterday on the 
New Santa Fe Line.

Rumor About the Trainmen at Fourth 
and Tuwnsend—Railroad Men to 
Raise Coffee—Local 
Notes, 


Adolphus Bonzano, of the Phoenix 
Bridge Company, who is visiting South- 
ern California for both business and 
pleasure, went down to Santa Monica 
yesterday and saw the Pacific Ocean 
for the first time. Mr. Bonzano and his 
wife came to California as guests of 
the Southern Pacific Company, in a 
private car, and will visit all points of 
interest in the State, His company 
sells many bridges to Mr. Huntington’s 
system of railroads and will fur- 
nish much material for the new 
and mammoth wharf now being 
constructed by the Southern Pacific 
at Santa Monica. The plans of the 
great work call for draws and spans of 
iron, and a certain form of iron pile, te- 
redo proof, which will be used, all of 
which, it is understood, will be supplied 
by the Phenix Bridge Company. Ac- 
companied by Trainmaster Hamilton, 
Mr. Bonzano wentupto Santa Monica 
Cafion by a special engine, looked at the 
work there and proceeded to the pres- 
ent terminus of the extension, the point 
selected for the land end of the wharf. 
The road from the tunnel along the 
beach, at the base of the bluff, is being 
ballasted with coarse gravel, and for 


the greater portion of its length 
is in good condition for  trafiic. 
At the cafion a  pile-driver is 


putting in supports for the two wooden 
bridges which, as yet, rest upon false 
work piers of cross ties. At the termi- 
nus of the road men with horses and 
scrapers are preparing a large level 
space upon which will be laid the nec- 
essary tracks for the yard and the curve 
to the wharf. At this point the clay 
bluffs are about 200 feet high and pre- 
sent precipitous sides, which are being 
trimmed down to prevent caving and to 
supply the earth needed for filling the 
grade. No material forthe wharf or 
breakwater is yet on the ground, and 
work on this part of the improvement 
proper hasnot yet begun. Mr. Bon- 
zano, who has traveled much over the 
world, had much tosay about the beauty 
ot the beach, the ocean and the hills, 
and praised the enterprise which he has 
traveled thither to inspect.

Active work was begun yesterday by 
a large force of men and teams on mak- 
ing a grade for the Santa Fé’s new road 
to Santa Monica. This work is begun 
at Inglewood and be pushed 
through to Santa Monica. It is thought 
that the road can be built in about forty 
days.

Important Session of the Munic- 
ipal Legislators. 


Lively Tilt Over the Appointment 
of Street Commissioners. 


Condition of the School Funds Set 
Forth in Detail. 


Ordinance for the Paving of Figueroa 
Street South of Washington Passed— 
Protests Against Disorderly 
Houses—Street Work. 


The City Council metin regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every ward being rep- 
resented. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the report of the City 
Clerk was read as published in Tur 
Times Sunday morning, when the reports 
on the water question were referred to 
the committee of the whole, and the Six- 
teenth street and Bonnie Brae street 
matters were referred tothe City At- 
torney to present the necessary ordi- 
nances. 

Clerk Teed . also reported the collec- 
tion of $81 in petty cash during the 
month of March lastand the payment 
of the same to the City Treasurer. Re- 
ferred to the City Auditor. 


THE HACK ORDINANCE. 

Councilman Summerland called up 
the petition asking for the repealof the 
hack ordinance and moved that the 
prayer of the petitioners be granted, 
which motion prevailed, Councilmen 
Alford, Nickell, Rhodes and Tufts vot- 
ing against it. Aftera brief debate, 


however, the matter was upon motion 

of Councilman Innes referred to the 

Land Committee, with directions to re- 

port thereon at the afternoon session. 
CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 

The City Attorney reported as fol- 
lows: 

In the matter of the petition of Elizabeth 
Adam, asking to be allowed to redeem cer- 
tain property from tax sale, I would advise 
she be allowed to reedem as prayed in her 
petition, providing she pay the interest and 
penalty. Referredto the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

In the maater of thé recommendation of 
the Board of Public Works regarding the 
placing of fenders upon Street cars, I find 
that Ordinance No 501 fully covers the 
matter, and havetherfore drawn no fur- 
ther ordinance. se 

In the matter of the ordinance presented 
by J. M. Davies granting him the privilege 
of maintaining certain switches, I see no 
objection to the form of said ordinance, ex- 
cepting inthe matter of the title, which I 
have inserted. Referred to Board of Public 
Works, 

I have drawn and present herewith an or- 
dinance for the appointing of. commission- 
ers for opening of Sixteenth street, between 
Maple avenue and Peru street. 

TIFF OVER COMMISSIONERS. : 

The question as to the names to be 
inserted in the ordinance was discussed 
at some length. Councilman McGarry 
was of the opinion that the commission- 


ers already appointed upon otherstreets 


should be appointed, as thev were bet- 
ter qualified to fillthe position than 
new men. 

Councilman Rhodes replied that it 
was a very poor argument to give all 
the work in the city to one set of com- 
missioners. They had no mortgage on 
this thing, and as the people of the dis- 
trict which was tobe assessed preferred 
to be represented by men who lived in 
their section, he thought they ought to 
have some say in the matter. 

After further remarks, pro and gon, 
Mr. Rees moved the appointment of 
Messrs. MclIlimoil, Davisson and Mo- 
riarity. 

Mr. Alford nominated N. Sherman, C, 
A. Baskerville and Lewis Thorne. 

The calling of the roll resulted in the 
appointment of N. Sherman by 6 and 
John MclIimoil and J. Moriarity by 5 
votes each, and these names caving 
been inserted the ordinance was 
adopted. 

. THE SOCIAL EVIL. 

Mrs. Anna Hobbs, a widow, residing 
at No. 6519 Turner street, then ad- 
dressed the Council with reference to 
the number of disorderly houses in the 
vicinity of her residence and demanded 
that some steps be taken toward their 
removal from the neighborhood. 

At the.close of Mrs. Hobb’s address 
Councilman Rees moved that the Clerk 
be directed to furnish the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners with a copy of that 
lady’s complaint and request that body 
to take some action in the premises. 

Councilman McGarry said that he 
saw by the papers thatthe New High 
street property-owners, from which 
street the police had ousted disrepu- 
table women, wanted to have them 
back there. He was of the opiuion that 
they ought to be relegated to some 
such street, where they would be iso- 
lated and out of sight. 

Councilman Innis took umbrage at 
this suggestion, aud stated that the 
member from the Seventh was trying 
to saddle this evilon the shoulders of 
another ward. He moved, therefore, 
that the Board of Police Commissioners 
be requested to find a place for these 
women inthe vicinity of Eighth and 
Alameda streets. 

Councilman McGarry expressed his 
surprise at this motion, and a breach 
seemed imminent, but Councilman Sum- 
merland averted it with an opportune 
motion to refer the whole matter to the 
Police 
adopted. 


Commissioners, which was 
STREET WORK. 

The ordinance ordering the work of 
opening Bonnie Brae street, from First 
to Arnold streets, proceeded with, was 
then read. President Bonsall stated 


that atthe request of the people out:

and N. S. Averill had agreed to act as 
commissioners, without compensation 
for their services. They were there- 
upon appointed and the ordinance 
adopted. 

Acontract between the city and F,

$250, was read and approved. 

An ordinance of intention-to improve 
Washington street, from Maple avenue 
to San Pedro street, repealing ordi-

Your honorabie body was asked for $58.,- 
389; you allowed for the city schools 
$39,989; shortage, $18,400. 

If you should yet allow enough to make 
the amount originally asked for we could 
have the accustomed nine months of 
school; otherwise the schools will have to 
be closed at the endof an eight months’ 
term. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as published in Tz Tives on 
Saturday last, was adopted as read. 

BIDS. 

The follogjng bids were opened and 
referred to the Board of Public Works: 

For grading, graveling and curbing 
Macy street, from Lyon street to the 
covered bridge: J. P. Jones, $2.19 
per lineal foot, complete; Frank Cheno- 
worth, $2.67 per lineal foot, complete. 

For regrading, etc., Pleasant avenue: 
Frank Chenoworth, $1500. 

An ordinance of intention to improve 
part of Twenty-fifth street was adopted 
as read, upon motion of Councilman 
Nickell. 

The commissioners for the opening of 


Hoff street reported progress In accord- 


ance with the directions of the Council, 
and at the close of the reading the re- 
port Councilman Tufts remarked that 


-the scheme seemed to work well, and 


upon his motion all Street Commission- 
ers were dfrected to so report every 
two weeks, 

The City Engineer presented a set of 
specifications for the paving of vitri- 
fied brick gutters, which were adopted 
as read. 

FIGUEROA STREET PAVING. 

The same officer also presented spe- 
cial specifications for the paving of 
Figueroa street from Washington street 
to Santa Monica avenue, which were 
also adopted as read. 

Councilman Rees then called up the 
matter of the report of the Board of 
Public Works of March 28 last which 
had been laid over, and the ordinance 
of intention to pave Figueroa street 
under the bond act was read. 

Councilman Tufts said that it was a 
grave question as to whether the pass- 
age of the ordinance would cause the 
work to be done any sooner than the 
property-owners desired. The prop- 
erty-owners desired to talk this thing 
over again, and they ought at least to 
have an opportunity of doing so. 

Francis J. Thomas, Esq., who ap- 
peared on behalf of some of the prop- 
erty-owners, denounced the  back- 
handed action of some of the Council- 


men in trying to push this matter 


through. However much the Council 
desired to improve the street he thought 
the property-owners had some rights in 
the premises, and that they and they 
alone were the people to discuss the 
question and decide as to howand wheh 
it should be done. If any action was 
taken they thought it should be at the 
instance of their own Councilman and 
not an outsider. Should the Council 
insist on going ahead there were several 
men ready to enjoin them from proceed- 
ing. He then read a petition signed by 
a number of prominent citizens asking 
that action be deferred and withdraw- 
names from former petitions. 

uncilman Rees said that the gentle- 
man had stated with considerable as- 
surance thata large majority of the 
property-owners were averse to the 
paving of the street. If that was so, he 


could not see that any one would be hurt | 


by the passage of the ordinance of inten- 
tion; as it could be protested out. He 
knew personally that a great many 
people wanted it paved, and could see 
no reason why the Council should not 
proceed. 

Maj. Klokke replied that it was the 
strangest thing he had ever heard of for 
Councilmen from other wards to push 
this matter through in opposition to the 
member for the ward in which it was 
to be done. The easiest way out of the 
difficulty was to allow the citizens to 
present another petition. 

President Bonsall, after temporarily 
resigning the chair to Councilman Rees, 
said that when the question first came 
up the people of the Third, Fourth 
and Fifth Wards agreed to pave the 
street for its entire length. The people 
south of Washington street promised if 
proceedings were abandoned to change 
the specifications immediately. The 
people in the Third and Fourth Wards 
being persuaded that the other section 
would be paved also, went to work and 
let their contracts. Personally he did 
not believe it ought to be paved below 
Jefferson street; but he represented the 
people of his ward and they insisted 
upon the agreement being lived up to. 

Councilman Rhodes said the fact of 
the matter was that they did not want 
to pave now and were backing out. 

Beg Thomas. ‘‘That’s not the case, 
sir.’’ 

Councilman Rhodes, proceeding, 
stated that it was at the request of the 
property-owners that the cable com- 
pany had abandoned its franchise, when 
he was again interrupted “by Mr. 
Klokke, who denied emphatically that 
such was the case. 

Councilman Rhodes, however, said 
that the Council knew different. The 
property-owners on Figueroa street had 
been more backward in improving their 
street than any others for years, and 
the city had kept it up for them up to 
the present day. The whole matter 
was nothing but a sche to get the 
city to pave the street for them. 

fter some further debate, the ques- 
tion was called for and the roll called, 
on the passage of the ordinance, the re- 
sult being its adoption by a vote of 7 to 
2, Messrs. Summerland and Tufts-alone 
voting negatively. 

Recess until 2 o’clock p.m. 


Afternoon Session. 

The Council met at 2 o’clock with 
President Bonsall in the chair and a 
quorum present. 

The special order for 2 o’clock, the 
hearing of protests against the open- 
ing and extending of Broadway, was 
called up and protest of J. B, Lanker- 
shim was read. 

Mr. O'Melveny, as attorney for Mr. 
Lankershim, asked that a week's further 
time be granted, and it was so ordered, 
the protest and the report of the com- 
missioners in the mean time being re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 

The next special

of protests against the confirmation of 
the report of the commissioners for the 
widening of Seventh street, was called 
up, but as the time fixed for its consid- 
eration had not arrived, action was de- 
ferred. 

The report of the Finance Commit- 
tee, as published in Tne Tiurs Sunday 
morning, was adopted. 

The Supply Committee reported fa- 
vorably ona number of demands, and 
the same were approved. | 

PAVING OF PEARL STREET. 

The matter of the rec@mmendation of 
the Board of Public orks, awarding 
the contract for the paving of Pearl 
street to J. F. Smith, for gutters, 27}; 
cents; curb, 45 cents per lineal foot; pav- 
ing,27 34 cents per square foot, including 
grading; sewer, complete, $1.20 per 
lineal foots«manholes, $60 each; side- 
walks, 18% cents per square foo®} lamp 
holes, $11; flush tanks, $65, was taken 
up and the contract awarded, with the 
understanding that the paving is to be 
of the best quality of San Luis Obispo 
rock. 

On motion of Councilman Rhodes the 
City Attorney was instructed to draw 
up an ordinance requiring the street 
railroad company having tracks on 
Pearl street to at once pave between 
the said tracks and for two feet on 
either side. 

FRUIT-PEDDLING ORDINANCE. 

An ordinance extending the limits for 
two blocks on Main and Spring streets, 
in which fruit peddlers are forbidden to 
stand with their wagons, was read. 

Councilman Summerland moved an 
amendment allowing peddlersto stop for 
three minutes to make sales in the pre- 
scribed district. 

Councilmen Nickell and Innes thought 
the ordinance was entirely too sweep- 
ing. They did not think because a man 
owned a fruit stand he should be given 
a monopoly. 

SEVENTH-STRELT PROTESTS DENIED. 

The hour for hearing the protests 
against the confirn®fation of the report of 
the commissioners forthe widening of 
Seventh street having arrived, the mat- 
ter was called up, and on motion of 
Councilman Innes the protests were de- 
nied. 

The Board of Public Works reported 
that they saw no reason for changing 
the recommendation made at the pre- 
vious meeting reducing the expenses of 
the commissioners something over 
$700, which recommendation, was 
adopted, and the commissioners were 
instructed to amend their report so as 
to conform with the recommendation. 

AGAIN THE FRUIT PEDDLERS. 

The ordinance extending the limits in 
which fruit-peddling wagons are for- 
bidden to stand was again taken up and 
Councilmam Summerland called fora 
vote on his amendment allowing fruit 
peddlers tostand forthree minutes in 
one place in making sales. 

Councilman Nickell said he would 
only vote for the ordinance to prevent 
blockading the streets. Hedid not be- 
lieve in giving the fruit stands a mo- 
nopoly. Hecan buy fruit cheaper in 
Chicago than he can in Los Angeles and 
he did not believe in any legislation 
that will increase the price of fruit and 
prevent competition. 

Councilman Rhodes thought the fruit 
dealers should have protection, as they 
paid rent and taxes. 

One of the fruit peddlers addressed 


the Council, asking that their interests 


be considered, and was followed bya 
dealer, who asked for protection, say- 
ing that as they were compelled to buy 
better fruit than the peddlers they 
could not compete with them. 

After some further talk the ordi- 
nance, with the three-minute clause, 
passed under suspension of the rules. 

INVITATIONS. 

Passenger Agent Tincher of the 
Santa Fé road invited the Councilmen 
to attend the formal opening of the 
_— conduit of the Santa Ana Valley 

rrigating Company at Olive on the 
14th inst., saying President Wade had 
placed his private car at their dip- 
posal. The invitation was accepted 
with thanks. 

An invitation was also accepted from 
the Southern California Sewer Pipe 
Company to visit San Bernardino to- 
day to inspect the vitrified brick pave- 
ment recently laid there. 

THE TERMINAL LEVEE. 

The Board of Public Works reported 
that the levee recently constructed by 
the Terminal levee on the east side of 
the river had been inspected and 
found satisfactory in every way. It 
was recommended that the Mayor be 
requested to sign the necessary deeds 
conveying to the railroad company the 
city lands given in consideration of this 
work, which recommendation was ac- 
cepted. 

STREET IMPROVE MENTS. 

The City Engineer reported two deeds 
from Witmer Bros. and Jess Yarnell for 
land for street purposes correct as to 
form, and they were accepted. 

An ordinance of intention for the 
construction of a ten-foot cement side- 
walk on the west side of New High 
street, from Franklinto Temple streets, 
passed, as did also an ordinance of in- 
tention for a cement sidewalk on Twen- 
ty-second street, from Main street to 
Grand avenue. 

The City Engineer reported that more 
than the legal frontage was represented 
on the protests against the improve- 
ment of Thompson street, between 
Twenty-third and Adams streets, and 
the same was granted. 

An ordinance of intention for the 
of the intersection of 
Court and Figueroa streets passed un- 
der suspension of the ruies, as was also 
an ordinance of intention for an eight- 
foot sidewalk on the west side of Hope 
street from Seventh to Twelfth streets. 

MOTIONS. 

On motion, the City Clerk was in- 
structed to readvertise for bids for alot 
foran enginehouse near First street 
and Belmont avenue. 

Councilman McGarry moved that bids 
be advertised for sprinkling the un- 
graded portions of Central avenue, 
Ninth street, San Pedro street and 
other mainthoroughfares. Referred to 
Board of Public Works. 

Councilman Atbford moved that the 
City Engineer report an ordinance of 
intention establishing the grade of such 
portions of Los Angeles street as are 
ungraded. Passed. 

Courn@ilman Alford moved that the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to 
open the gutter on the west line of Ala- 
meda street from Seventh to Ninth 
streets to the official grade. An amend- 
ment was offered, including both sides, 
and as amended the motion passed.

THE HACK ORDINANCE. 

An amended hack ordinance was pre- 
sented, repealing the present ordinance, 
which forbids hacks standing on Spring 
street, between Third and Temple 
streets, on obtaining the written con- 
sentof the property-owners, provided 
that no hack shall stand within twenty. 
five feet of a street intersection nor 
more than one hack to every fifty front 
feet in the district named. 

After a debate the ordinance passed 
by a vote of 5 to 4. 

STREET SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 

The Street Superintendent presented 
the following report: 

In the matter ofthe paving of Figueroa 
street form Pico to Washington, I would 
recommend that the contractor be given 
thirty days extension of time in which to 
complete the paving. So ordered.

For days before the children of rich 
and poor alike talk of nothing but eggs 
and new ways to make them prettier 
than ever before, When the eventful 
morning arrives the children assemble 
in the beautiful grounds surrounding 
the President’s house, every one of 
.them with a basket or bag of gay, hard- 
boiled eggs. Social distinctions are not 
marked on this day. Baby McKee and 
his little sister Mary have just as much 
fun as any of them. 

Some child puts down an egg and 
‘away it goes down the slope. Instantly 
every other child does the same, and a 
crowd of laughing, happy children fol- 
_ low in the fast chase the hundreds of 
bright rolling eggs. The fun goes on 
till 4 o’clock, when release from busi- 
ness adds many adults to the crowd of 
joyous children, and the day ends in 
_ picnic style. It is said that Gen. Grant 
and Mrs. Cleveland considered this one 
of Washington’s red-letter days, and 
only the restraints of ro arg A and the 
fear of newspaper mer kept them from 
an active share in the frolic.
